Denouncing the new deal policies 


of "funny money," four Republican 
candidates — Richard Yates Rowe, 
candidate for state treasurer: Wil- 
liam G. Stratton, "candidate for 
congressman-at-large; Vernon L. 
Nickeil, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and Rep. Leo 
E. Allen, last night called on local 
voters to end confusion in Wash- 
ington and to continue their party's 
sound policies in Springfield. 


They spoke before approximate- 


ly 300 people at a public meeting 
in the Circuit courtroom of the 
courthouse. Prior to the meeting 
they were guests at a dinner giv- 
en at the Elks club by County Cen- 
tral Committee Chairman H. C. 
Warner for them and members of 
the committee. 


Hits Heavy Debt 


Rowe, a member of the Illinois 


Budgetary commission, scored the 
new deal financial policies which 
"increased the federal debt about 
500 per cent before we even heard 
of war," and contrasted them with 
the program followed in Illinois, 
where a surplus of $180.000,000 
has been built up. 


"Illinois has been on a pay as 


you go basis," he declared. 
"Re- 


sources have been carefully hus- 
banded, Gov. Green has reduced 
the sales tax from three cents to 
two cents, and in addition, built 
tip 180 millions of surplus, for vet- 
erans and post-war planning." 


The Democratic record in Wash- 


ington he termed a "carnival of 
waste and corruption." 


Stratton, a veteran of naval 


service on Okinawa, declared that 
"the campaign issues have never 
been more clearly drawn than this 
year. It is one-man rule and arbi- 
trary power, or real American gov- 
ernment. 


"Americans," he said, "want to 


get back on a peace-time basis and 
get something done in Washing- 
ton." 
He scored the Truman ad- 


ministration's f o r e i g n policies, 
terming them "confused, vacillat- 
ing1, and often treacherous."

Jewels Not Only 


Things Missing, 
Tell Hesse Court 


Frankfurt, Germany, Sept. 27— 


(AP)—Former WAC Capt. Kath- 
leen Nash Durant rested her de- 
fense today in her trial on mili- 
tary charges of complicity in the 
theft of $1,500,000 worth of Hesse 
family jewels from the Kronberg 
castle. 


Mrs. Durant declined to be ques- 


tioned on the theft charge and 
took the stand only briefly to 
testify on a companion count of 
being absent without leave from 
her army post. Her defense was 
completed in a day and a half, and 
her attorneys asked a recess until 
Monday to prepare final argu- 
ments. 


A defense witness testified that 


the Hesse jewels were not the 
only valuables to disappear from 
the castle after it became a U.S. 
army officers club. 


Under the army's lax system of 


accounting, however, there is no 
record of what royal furnishings 
may have been looted, they said, 
because no inventories were tak- 
en, no receipts were required when 
the property was moved and no 
restrictions were placed on the 
authority of officers in charge of 
the castle to remove its contents. . 


Maj. 
R. Q. Brown, former of- 


ficer of the headquarters com- 
mand which included the castle 
club, testified that when the Brit- 
ish royal librarian obtained some 
documents from the castle's li- 
brary he was not required to give 
a receipt for them.

Land Prepares for 


Return of Monarch 


King George Takes Off 


From England Today 


to Resume Throne 


London, 
Sept. 
27 —(AP> — 


Aboard a private plane flying the 
Greek royal colors, King George 
II of Greece left England tins 
morning to resume the throne of 
the strife-torn land from which 
advancing German armies drove 
him five years ago. 


The Greek government has made 


elaborate plans to welcome the 
56 - year - old, Danish - descended 
monarch tomorrow morning when 
he returns from the second exile 
of his reign, which began in 3922. 


Strict police precautions have 


been arranged to guard him upon 
his return, coming amid fierce 
border fighting and civil strife in 
northern Greece which 
Premier 


Constantin Tsaldavis said Wednes- 
day had reached the magnitude of 
war. 


King Georg?. summoned back to 


his throne by a better than two 
to 1 margin in a Sept. 1 plebiscite, 
was attired in a be-medalled uni- 
form of comniander-in-cnief of the 
Greek army a. he strode across 
the flying i.eld towards his plane. 


He laughed gaily as he shook 


hands with personal friends as- 
sembled to see him off. For pho- 
tographers he embraced and kiss- 
ed his cousin. Marina. Duchess of 
Kent, who wept. 
He also em- 


braced and kissed Princess Nata- 
sha, who had accompanied him in 
his car from Claridge's. Princess 
Natasha Bagration, member of a 
distinguished Russian family, is 
employed by the British foreign 
office, where she is known as Mrs. 
Johnson, having married a Briton. 


The plane, carrying George and 


a seven-man entourage, took off 
at 8:05 a. m. (2:05 a. m. EST>, 
and an official spokesman later 
said the ship would land on Greek 
territory this 
evening, but he 


would not say exactly where.

"Violation is ordinarily an eco- 


nomic offense, the seriousness of 
which is not related to the moral 
turpitude of the offender."

questions: 


"Nobody knows." 
One version says it started with 


a Sergeant Kilroy, in a camp in 
Kansas. He was marked absent 
from some detail and his name

scratched out his name and wrote. 
"Kilroy was'here.'' Soon everyone 
was scratching.

Says Bombers Couldn't 


Attack Early Due to 


Superior Forces 


Tokyo, Sept. 27—(AP)—Gener- 


al MacArthur today broke his long 
silence regarding the loss aground 
of most U. S. airplanes in the 
Manila area on the very first day 
of the war with the statement: 
"our air'forces *** were hopeless- 
ly outnumbered and never had a 
chance of winning." 


"Our 
air forces in the Philip- 


pines, containing many antiquated 
models, were hardly more than a 
token force with insufficient equip- 
ment, incomplete fields and in- 
adequate maintenance," he elabor- 
ated. "They were completely over- 
whelmed by the enemy's superior 
forces." 


MacArthur was prodded into 


his long-awaited statement 
by 


charges made by Lt. Gen. Lewis 
H. Brereton, commander of the 
Philippine Air Force in 1941, in 
his book, "The Brereton Diaries," 
recently published. Accounts re- 
ceived here said Brereton wrote 
that he had requested permission 
of Lt. Gen. Richard K. Sutherland, 
then chief of staff, to assault For- 
mosa. It was from Formosa that 
the Japanese bombers flew to at- 
tack the Philippines. Brereton said 
the permission was withheld so 
long that the available small force 
of B-17 bombers was destroyed on 
the ground at Clark Field, 90 miles 
north of Manila. 


Couldn't Have Attacked 


MacArthur replied that Ameri- 


can fliers could not} have at- 
tacked Formosa before the Japa- 
nese planes wiped out the Philip- 
pine-based bombers on the first 
day of the war. His statement was 
issued to the press in reply to 
questions 
regarding 
Brereton's 


book. 


"General Brereton never recom- 


mended an attack on Formosa to 
me and I know nothing of such 
a recommendation having been 
made," MacArthur stated flatly. 
"In the short interval of time 
involved, it is doubtful that an at- 
tack could have been set up and 
mounted before the enemy's ar- 
rival." 


In his annual report, Gen. H. H. 


Arnold said three-fourths of the 
available B-17s in the Philippines 
—the only heavy bombers based 
there—were 
destroyed 
on 
the 


ground at Clark Field. We in the 
Philippines (Brines was an As- 
sociated Press correspondent in 
Ma,nila at the time) were informed 
of this fatal assault at 1:30 p.m. 
on Dec. 8, 1941 (Manila time)— 
the first day of the war—when U. 
S. planes returned for refueling 
after once having been in the air. 


Places No Blame 


MacArthur. who commanded U. 


S. defense forces in the Philip- 
pines, said he attached "no blame 
to General Brereton or other mem- 
bers of the command for inci- 
dents of the battle. Nothing could

The army greased the skids today 
'or a big share of its 300,000 war- 
ime draftees still in uniform. 


The objective is two-fqld: Econ- 


omy and efficiency. 


But while the War department 


announced plans to advance by as 
much as six months the discharge 
date for many of the men. officials 
emphasized that there will be no 
cutback in draft quotas or in the 
campaign for volunteer recmits. 


Need Top Efficiency 


As one top war department staff 


official put it to a reporter: 


1. 
Advance the. dates for re- 


lease for the "non-regular army" 
enlisted men will eliminate many 
whose services arc of limited value 
because they have only a few more 
weeks or months left to serve and 
hence tend to mark time. 


2. 
These men will be largely 


replaced by draftees or volunteer 
recruits who will serve from 18 
months to three years. 


3. In the process of cutting 


back by a full third—from 1.550.- 
000 'men in June to 1.070.000 by 
next July—-"it's imperative that 
we keep a top efficiency." 


Drop Officers Too 


Last nights' order directed the 


discharge of "certain categories" 
of non-regular army enlisted men 
who (a) are on duty in the United 
States, fh) are within six months 
of eligibility for release under ex- 
isting regulations, and (c) can be 
spared. 


Similarly, those arriving1 from 


overseas 
who are 
within 
six 


months of being eligible for dis- 
charge will be separated without 
delay. 


Men within six months of release 


who have hpen accepted as college 
or university students will be re- 
lieved "with as little delay as pos- 
sible," whether they are in the 
United States or overseas. 


Earlier this week the release 


date of many officers similarly 
was advanced by six months or 
more under the economy edict laid 
down by President Truman.
